Juan Carlos, in U.S., Vows Democratic Rule 


WASHINGTON, June 2 (AP) 
Spain's King Juan Carlos began 
a precedent-breaking Bicentennial 
visit here today with a pletige to 
end authoritarian rule in Spain 
by creating a system of “au- 
thentic liberty.” 

In am address to 2 joint meet- 
ing of Congress, the tall, 38-year- 
old monarch said a chief goal of 
his reign is to insure that every 
Spaniard “has full scope for polit- 
‘ical participation without dis- 
crimination of any kind.” 

Juan Caries, the first Spanish 
head of state to visit the United 
States, earlier received a red-car- 
pet welcome at the White House 
and President Ford endorsed his 
efforts to move Spain into the 
European jeu --main- 
stream.

BEIRUT, June 2.—Syriant 
troops movéd across southwest 
Lebanon toward the le{tist-held 
port of Sidon today in an 
advance that rightists said was a 
prelude to 3 march on Beirut. 

Im another development. lead- 
ers of Lebanon's warring factions 
met here, 

The meeting in leftist-ruied 
western Beirut brought together 
overall leftist leader Kamal Jum- 
blat and Bashir Gemayel, son of 
Pierre Gemayel, head of the 
Tightist Phalange. 

. Also present at today’s talks 
in Beirut was a representative of 
Mr. Jumblat’s Palestinian allies, 
Ali Hassan Selameh, also known 
2s Abu Hassan, who is security 
chief of the guerrilla movement. 

The Syrian military interven- 
tion was the chief topic at the 
meeting but the underlying issues 
in the civil war also were dis- 
cussed, Informed sources seid. 

In scattered clashes in Beirut 
and the eastern Bekaa Valley, 
where the bulk of the estimated 
12,000 Syrian troops in Lebanon 
are stationed, 58 persons were 
killed and 110 were wounded 
during the last 24 hours. 

Most of the scattered fighting 
was between Lebanese rightists 
and leftists. Palestinian guer- 
rillas had yet to make good their 
threat to confront’ the Syrian 
Army, whose three-day-old ad- 
vence through northern, south- 
ern and eastern Lebanon has 
been largely unopposed. 

Reports from the region said 
@ Syrian force of unspecified size 
moved south from the Bekea Val- 
ley and then turned west across 
the lower Chouf region of Leba- 
non toward Sidon, 30 miles south 
of Beirut on Lebanon's western 
coast. : 

The Christian Phalange party, 
which maintains close contacts 
“with the Syrians. said the troops 
planned to take Sidon and “then 
procecd toward Beirut ta secure 
its airport and other strategic 
locations in what is regarded as 
a decisive move” to end Leba- 
non's 14-month-old civil war. 

A Few Miles 

A high-ranking Phealangist 
source with access to Syrian 
military information said the 
Syrians had advanced to within 
8 few miles of sidon by this 
afternoon and that, if they decide 
to take it, “an advance on Beirut 
can be expected to follow within 
a few days.” 

Later today, however, Pha- 
langist spokesmen reported that 
Syrian troops were still not in 
‘sight of Sidon. 

Τὰ the eastern Bekaa Valley, 
a Syrian advance column of about 
100 men moved west three miles 
from Chtaura to within 1,060 
yards of leftist advanced positions 
around Dahr a]-Baidar on Mount 
Lebanon, witnesses reported.

To begin the commercial production of 
piutonium as a fuel for nuclear reactors is 
an immense and portentous national deci- 
sion, Once made, it wili probably prove irre- 
versible, The Nuclear Regulatory Commis- 
sion had been preparing to issue iicenses for 
plutonium fueis, on an interim basis. while 
# continued to work on the final draft of 
the environmentai impact statement. Sev- 
eral public interest organizations—led by the 
Natural Resources Defense Council and the 
Sierra Club—challenged this hurry-up pro- 
cedure, Last week in New York 2 U.S. Court 
of Appeals agreed that the short-cut is 
egal. 

The challenze and the decision have per- 
formed 8. very great public service. They 
tequire tre Nuclear Reguiatory Commission 
—and. we trust, other Americans as well— 
to stop and consider more carefuliy a choice 
toward which the government was drifting 
more through inertia than any reai purpose. 
The judges observed that the commission 
wanted to issue the interim licenses before it 
had finished those parts of the enviror.- 
Mental impact statement addressing issues 
that some specialists consider fundamental 
One of thern is the possibility of alternative 
enerzy sources of 2 less troubling nature. 
Another is the possibiity of theft. Unlize 
the current uranium fuels, plutonium can oe 
easily refashioned into weapons. The job 
is simple enough that even smail terrorist 
groups misnt conceivably accomplisn it. 

Manufacturing plutonium involves risks 
vastly greater than operating the present 
power reactors, most of which run on slightly 
enriched uranium. That distinction is 
eruciaL If the cooing system of one of 
these reactors failed, it could result in a very 
bad accident. But the chance of its hap- 
pening is extremely small. Agamst that 
ebance it is fair, and necessary, to set the 
health costs of the other sources of power. 
Every year, for example, some thousands of 
Americans die of respiratory diseases fatally 
aggravated by air pollutants from coal~burz.- 
ing power generators, There are now 57 
nuciear power generators in commercial 
operation ir this country, producing about 
9 per cent of the national supply of elec- 
tricity. Their safety performance so far jus- 
tifies a slow, cautious, but steady expansion 
of the uranium-~fed nuclear power system. 

But plutonium 15 an altogether different 
matter. If an accident released it Into the 
atmosphere, tt would be extremely lethal. 
Because the stuff constitutes such an invi- 
tation to amateur bomb-makers, policing the 


commercial transportation and storage of it 
raises difficulties to which no one has any. 
very satisfactory answers. The court's deci-. 


sion means that there will be no licenses for 
the commercial production of fuels contain- 
ing plutonium at least mitil after a series 
of hearings beginning next fall and running 
well Into next year. The effect is to tura 


_mally unprofitable, 


the decision over to the-next administration 
and to an elected president.

The impact of ‘this delay on U.S. energy 


production will he zero. The use.of pluto- 
nium is the one area of national energy pol- 


icy in which it costs the country nothing to 


As a prac- 
tical matter, there Is no manufacturer pre- 
pared to proceed with the fuel that the in- 
terim licenses would permit, Aside from any 
larger consideration, it appears to be abys- 
This country’s large 
reserves of uranium ore ensure a large 
enough sipply of the present fuel, both safer 
and cheaper, to last-into the 1990s. The 
pressure for interim lcensing 15 coming from 
companies that have made large investments 
in plutonium technology and fight évery 
legal impediment and restriction even when 
the practical effect is Dil ᾿ 

But granting the interim licenses would 
have very grave consequences throughout. 
the world. Here we come to the most dis- 


quieting issue of af. Many other countries 


are aiso debating the manufacture of plu- 
tonium fuels. If the United States were now 
to permit American companies to make these 
fuels, it would sacrifice any hope of con~ 
trolling the spread of plutonium throughout 
the world. That would put into the hands 
of every government, large or small, a sud- 
stance that can be easily reworked into the 
most horrifying and reckless kind of weapon. 
The possibility is anything but remote. The 
West German and French governments, in 
their drive to sell commercial reactors, are 
on tae verge of delivering plutonium produc- 
tion plants to Brazil and Pakistan—two 
authoritarian states with large ambitions, 
much national pride and longstanding rival- 
Mes with their neighbors. 

Perhaps a time will come when the world 
decides to proceed with commercial produc- 
tion of plutonium fuels, The present ura- 
nium fuel rods, when exhausted, contain a 
deposit of plutonium that is the product of 
the radioactive proces. A country with a 
reprocessing plant can recapture that plu- 
tonium and turn it Into fuel for another 
eyele through another reactor. The recycl- 
ing concept has an obvious appeal to those 
countries with no uranium ore deposits of 
their own. They too are séeking energy 
independence. 

Multinational control of the reprocessing 
plants is the only sensible way to guarantee 
that the product will not be diverted into 
weapons. But it will take quite a lot of time 
to work out multinational control. The 
‘judges in New York told the government 
that there’s no hurry to let people start put- 
ting plutonium on the market For reasons 
that go far beyond any that they cited, the 
judges are altogether right.

Ag a majority of the House International 
Relations Committee recognizes, this is no 
time for the United States to bestow a bless- 
ing on the repressive regime of President 
Chung Hee Park with a two-thirds increase 
in military aid for South Korea, When it 
votes on the military assistance bil, the 
House will be striking a blow for decency 
without jeopardizing an ally’s security Ἡ it 
sustains the committee recommendation 
that arms ald for Seoul be held at the exist- 
ing level for the next two years. 

Continuation at the present scale would 
provide South Korea with $290 million in 
grants and credits for arms purchases over 
the two-year period. The administration 
has requested $485 million, citing higher 
costs, the desirability of enabling South 
Korea to continue a five-year plan for arm- 
ament modernization, and the need to reas- 
sure an allied government of the constancy 
of the United States despite the Indochina 
debacle.

would be widely interpreted in Korea and - 


elsewhere as an American vote of confidence 
in a regime that has steadily intensified a 
campaign of suppression, arbitrary arrest 
end torture. aimed at crushing all dissent.

South Korean lobby which—whether or not 
it Includes the Rev. Sun Myung Moon among 
its members—-has had an impact on Con- 
gress reminiscent of that of the more visible 
China lobby of two decades ago. 

While Congress is debating military aid,

Administration officials argue for the in- 
creased. military aid on the ground that it 
would “send a signal” to the Communist 
government in North Korea, which is surely 
one of the most repressive totalitarian states 
in the world, ahout the durability of the U.S. 
commitment to Seoul. At this time, however, 
it might be more appropriate to send a. 
signal to President Park that the United 
States, while faithful to its responsfbilities, 
is increasingly intolerant of his progressive 
destruction of democratic civil Hberties in 
South Korea, a nation that many thousands 
of Americans died to save.

‘Falstaff Proves Sturdy 
In Glyndebourne Production

LYNDEBOURNE, England. 

June 2 (IMT).—If there was 
something extraordinarily festive 
about the opening of the Glynde- 
bourne Opera Festival here last 
night with Verdi's “Falstaff,” it was 
due in part to the wonderfully 


-Ponnelie's new production. 


As usual with a Ponnelle pro- 
duction, also designed by him, 
there was a wealth of new ideas 
—some good, some not so good, 
some distressing—and enormous, 
almost unrelenting activity.

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Staking Outa Dangerous Dutch Corner:

‘OUBRUGGE, The Netherlands (HT). 

—Cuan a wooden pole driven into the 
ground beside a road intersection prevent 
acridenta? The Netherlands Safe ‘Traffic 
Association—a quite sane and sober group 
of 100,000—wants to find out. So it is 
“bringing together for the first time the 
sciences of traffic and parapsychology.” 

The pole, already dubbed “magic toad- 
stool” because of its mushroom-shaped 
top, was and painted to the 
Specifications of Dutch clairvoyant Gerard 
Croiset after he had identified the spot by 
the crossroads from which he said “evil 
earth rays” radiated for at least 60 feet. 

If not mysterious rays, it does seem that 
something causes accidents at this village 
20 miles south of Amsterdam where sever 
bad crashes in recent months have taken 
three lives. Police say the Woubrugge 
intersection and another at Bodegreven, 
10 miles away, are among the most 
dangerous in Holland. Yet both crossroads 
are wide, level, with no visual obstructions. 

‘When warning signs and improved ap- 
proaches failed to balt the carnage, the 
traffic club studied motorists’ accounts of 
thelr accidents. Repeated explanations of 
“was not alert.” “rade through red light” 
or “lost control of steering” seemed in- 
adequate. 

“all these things can happen,” conceded 
Bert Woudenberg of the traffic club, “‘but 
the question is, why? So we asked ourselves, 
are there ‘more things between heayen and 
earth’ that cause automobile accidents?” 

Gerard Croiset visited the two inter- 
sections on a raw spring day six weeks ago. 
He was accompanied by 3 back-up clair- 
vyoyant, Warner Tholen, the latter equipped 
with a forked dowsing rod such as “water 
witchers” use to find underground springs. 

They first went to Bodegraven, where in 
11 years there have been 345 accidents, 
seven deaths, and 77 serious injuries. 
Croiset found nothing abnormel there. He 
thought the crossing was simply much too 
big, and that drivers were distracted, 

At Woubrugge, a pretty town on the edge 
of the Dutch bulb fields, the two men 
walked about and almost immediately 
Croiset felt “unfavorable influences.” The 
spot was a narrow grass sttip between the 
road and ἃ parallel bicycle path. Here, 
too, Tholen’s dowsing rod began to tremble 
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violentir. (One witness said the rod was 
practically drumming on the groumd.) - 
Croiset said he experienced a 


‘prickling 
petantion, i Sle Bose and sated toot SR, 


he was “accustomed to warding off such 
sensations” someone who Was not might 
black out for a few seconds.. Both clair- 
voyants spoke of a field of atmospheric 
disturbance which they felt was in some 
way related to the stars. 

According to Crojset, it might be that 
this section of highway wes completed at 
a moment when the stars were in ἘΠῚ un- 
favorable position. Astrologers would have 
to look into this further, but if it were 
so, then crash victims at Woubrugge were 
EE eae a maine Stare, 

accidents at Woubrngge, a; 
according to Croiset, te a mation tree 
ing the harmony of the color spectrum 
ere. 

“Eventually a pyramidin certain colors 
will have to be placed here, but we'll start 
with 2 sort of toadstool ... I think it’s 
wonderful. that we can finally do some- 
thing as a preventive.” 

Gerard Croiset says that his extrasensory 
Perception lets him see colors that others 
do not see, People, for instance, give off 
auras of low-intensity colors—human. 
bows, as it were. When people are 
disturbed, Croiset sees this in their color 
spectrums, as he sees disharmony in the 
coler specfrum at the ‘Woubrugge inter- 
section, 

Having consulted him because they be- 
eve bis clairvoyant ability has been 
selentifically established, the Safe ‘Traffic 
Association is following through on Croi- 
set's advice. 

ESP has attained considerable recogni- 
tion in the Netherlands. In the early 
thirties, the University of Utrecht offered 
@ course in parapsychology: said to be a 
first. A permanent chair was established 
in 1951, followed im 1953 by the Institute 
for Parapsychology under W. H. C. Ten- 
haeff.' Other schools, notably Duke Dni- 
versity In the United States, also have ESP 
institutes, . 

At 85, Dr. Tenbeeff may certainly be 
called the dean of oecult studies. He be- 
lieves that ali humans bave ESP but this 
often goes unrecognized. He also believes 
that Gerard Croiset is “unusually gifted 
with extrasensory perception.” 
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
